Tension and Strain 
Not Uncommon 


Certain aspects of our temptations 
and trials are not so: peculiar as we are 
tempted to think. It only aggravates 
them when we suppose that other Chris- 
tians do not have the same sort or that 
they do not feel them as keenly as we 
do. In that interesting translation—or 
paraphrase—of the Epistles by J. B. 
Phillips, called “Letters to Young 
Churches,” there is a very helpful 
thought in the rendering of 1 Peter 
5:8, 9: “Be self-controlled and vigilant 
always, for your enemy the devil is 
always about, prowling like a lion roar- 
ing for its prey. Resist him, standing 
firm in your faith and remember that 
the strain is the same for all your fel- 
low-Christians in other parts of the 


world.”1 We hear much about the 
strain and tension of modern life, as 
though Christians had not always been 
subjected to pressure from the world, 
the flesh, and the Devil. It is true that 
those of earlier centuries did not have 
our many mechanical devices, which are 
supposed to increase our pleasure and 
comfort and make us more efficient; but 
they have always had continual and 
severe temptations, and God’s grace has 
always been sufficient to meet whatever 
temptations come to His people. It is 
encouraging to know that the Holy 
Spirit through Peter foresaw the peculiar 
strain under which we are placed and 
forewarned us to remember that it is the 
same for our fellow Christians in other 
parts of the world. The remedy lies 


in doing just what Peter says: “Humble 
yourselves therefore under the mighty 
hand of God, that he may exalt you in 
due time: casting all your care upon 
him; for he careth for you” (1 Pet. 5: 
6, 7). A simple childlike trust in God 
as our Heavenly Father will do much 
to relieve the physical strain on our 
bodies. “Like as a father pitieth his 
children, so the Lord pitieth them that 
fear him. For he knoweth our frame; 
he remembereth that we are dust... 
but the mercy of the Lord is from ever- 
lasting to everlasting upon them that 
fear him, and his righteousness unto 
children’s children” (Psa, 103:13, 14, 17).

Word of God is sharper than any 
two-edged sword. It can come with 
comforting grace. It can come with in- 
struction. It gives entrance and oppor- 
tunity to the Spirit of God. 


One of the astonishing things about 
the great New York Public Library is 
the demand for the Bible. Those on 
the reading room shelves have to be 
rebound every now and then because 
of constant, wearing use. In all this 
vast book world, with its so manifold 
interests, the Bible holds its own. What 
an indication of inner unrest among 
multitudes, of inner thirst for something 
“wholly other”! 

The Gideons are shipping 5,000 Bibles 
in English to South Africa, together 
with 5,000 in Afrikaans. In order to 
facilitate their placement in South Afri-

can hotels, the Gideons have asked for, 
testimonies from American hotelkeepers. 
These they have received, and not from 
“scrub teams,” either. 

Thus Mr. Hilton of the famous Hilton 
Chain, the Waldorf-Astoria among them, 
writes: 

“I believe every hotel group in 
America is co-operating with you at the 
present time. .. . We cannot praise too 
highly your plan of placing Bibles in 
hotel rooms, .. . The only complaint we 
ever receive is when we do not have 
the Bible in a prominent place.” 

Mr. Rasor of Knott Hotels Corp.: “For 
many years we were one of the largest 
chains of hotels in the world. It has 
always been our policy to have one of 
your Bibles in each of our guest rooms. 
We hope you will continue this most 
worth-while service for many years.” 

Mr, Hoorworth, executive vice-presi- 
dent of the American Hotel Association, 
enclosed in his reply the following sug- 
gestion, sent to 6,000 hotels in the Asso- 
ciation’s membership: “Prominent dis- 
play of the Gideons’ Bible—upon the 
writing desk or dressing table of all 
A.H.A. hotels (rather than in a drawer) 
—is urged by the Board of Directors as 
a result of action taken at the last 
meeting.” 

From the management of the May- 
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flower, Washington: “The hotel oper- 
ators of America are very pleased with 
this service and the wonderful reactions 
they are having from their guests.” 

Mr. Franklin Moore is vice-president 
of the International Hotel Association, 
Paris, and president of the Penn-Harris 
Hotel, Harrisburg, Pa. He writes at 
length: 

“During a quarter of a century of 
hotel management, and another ten years 
of early employment in some of the best 
hotels in the States, I have become quite 
familiar with the great value of Bibles 
in our guest rooms. I would not feel 
right to operate a hotel without them. 
Countless travelers have found new 
hope, renewed faith, companionship, new 
confidence, becauSe the Bible was on 
hand; also read with greater interest 
because the reader was alone.” 

The Sheraton Hotel Corporation strikes 
the same note. The famous Palmer 
House, Chicago, considers the Bible an 
indispensable part in its machinery. Mr. 
Herndon, the general manager, writes: 

“At the Palmer House, a weekly in- 
ventory of Gideon Bibles is made and 
a report prepared by our housekeeping 
department. To facilitate the inventory, 
a regular form is used requesting perti- 
nent information, which also includes 
a caption, ‘Testimonials.’ 

“It is under this caption that our 
chambermaids and floor housekeepers 
report many comments from guests. The 
two most common are from those whose 
worries and troubles make sleep im- 
possible, and those whose’ loneliness 
makes life almost unbearable. 

“The reports also indicate the large 
number of Bibles found each morning 
by the easy chair or on the night stand, 
rather than in the drawer. But, to me, 
the most interesting fact is the number 
of complaints received by maids, floor 
housekeepers, floor clerks, and my office 
when for some reason the Bible is miss- 
ing from a room.” 

There are many more like testimonies. 
The Norton Hotel, Billings, Mont., calls 
the Gideon Bible “one of the greatest 
innovations of the hotel industry.” The 
manager of the Baker Hotel, Dallas, 
Tex., says: 

“We do know that many, many peo- 
ple, who would probably never take time 
to read the Bible, do read it when they 
find it in a hotel room. It is unquestion- 
ably the greatest book ever written, and 
the good that is done by placing it be- 
fore the public is inestimable.” 





These Bibles are all of the King James 
Version, and always will be. Hotel 
readers have no insuperable difficulties 
in reading them, nor have had average 

‘readers in the past. Yet from the hec- 
tic promotion of the Revised Standard 
Version, one would think the King James 
Version so nearly obsolete as to be unin- 
telligible. 

The novelist, John R. Dos Passos, has 
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urged a return to “old-fashioned Bible 
reading” in order “to raise the level of 
speech among our people,” and by old- 
fashioned he meant just that. “When 
Lincoln made a speech,” he writes, 
“everyone understood what he said. Lin- 
coln’s language was based largely on 
the [King James] Bible. All who heard 
him were Bible readers. Nothing has 
taken the place of the Bible” as a com- 
mon source of culture. 

The Revised Standard Version sins 
against the Bible as a common source 
of culture by giving innumerable read- 
ings, varying from the Authorized Ver- 
sion. This prevents accurate quotation, 
there being no common text. It also 
makes uniform memorization impossible, 
Furthermore its failure to break up the 
text into the customary verses makes 
its. reading exceedingly difficult to in- 
experienced readers. They face page 
after page of rigid, unbroken pages, into 
which it is obviously hard to get a toe 
hold for climbing. These considerations 
are all apart from having to do with 
style, with the sabotage of prophecy, 
and with other doctrinal considerations. 





The King James Version was pub- 
lished in 1611. The appearance of the 
Puritans on the Massachusetts coast was 
in 1620. Did they have copies of the 
new version with them when crossing 
the stormy Atlantic? I do not know, but 
it seems not improbable. There was cer- 
tainly a divine timing in the publication 
of the Authorized Version. When God 
was ready to establish a Christian com- 
munity in the New World, the beginning 
of a great nation undergirded of Prot- 
estant Christianity, He gave to the pio- 
neers of civil and religious liberty spir- 
itual food for the coming centuries. To 
those who may be tempted to substitute 
for it this parvenu Revised Standard 
Version, one can only say, in the words 
of the Nevers Breviary: 

This provision, mortals, say! 
Will ye blindly cast away? 

And what matchless manna it is for 
readers in hotel rooms! “Its translators,” 
writes Samuel Davies (in the Methodist 
Recorder), “had an unerring ear for the 
illuminating word; for the direct word;

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strong consonants—a powerful vehicle 
for the poetic idea. In the achievement 
of this translation, we have a remark- 
able fact, a large committee inspired. 

“The Authorized Version, with its ma- 
jestic rhythm and inward glow . 
shows the translators as having caught 
the essential poetic undertones of this 
sovereign textbook of human character.” 

The Gideons are seeking to distribute 
this sovereign textbook of human char- 
acter among American schoolchildren. 
They are being opposed by freethinkers, 
naturally enough, and by those new- 
comers from Eastern Europe, the Jew- 
ish rabbis, in their national organiza- 
tion—which does not seem natural, but 
highly perverse, for this distribution in- 
cludes at least parts of the Old Testa- 
ment. The matter comes before the 
Supreme Court before long. The 
National Council of Churches should be 
on hand to defend the Bible in court. 
They will not be. It is left to the Gid- 
eons (address: 212 East Superior St., Chi- 
cago 11). “By the three hundred men 
that lapped will I save you, and deliver 
the Midianites into thine hands” (Judges 
7:7). 

As for the rabbis from Warsaw and 
Cracow, Dr. Henry of Fuller Seminary 
has a word for them: 

“The American Republic is, by inten- 
tion, a Christian nation. The Founding 
Fathers had in view a Christian country, 
without an established church. The old 
New England Primer used Bible verses 
and facts, not only to teach youngsters

Christian Ministers at 
Funerals of Unbelievers 


I value THe Sunpay Scnuoot Times 
very highly. Would you discuss briefly 
in your columns the question: “Is it 
right, or even profitable, for ministers 
of Christian churches to officiate at the 
funerals of any or all unchurched?” 
I am sincerely interested in your view- 
point on this problem. What can be 
gained by doing this? And what are 
the losses, if any?—A Kansas reader. 
In considering the questions asked by 

the Kansas reader, one must be careful 
not to assume that an individual who 
does not attend church regularly, or who 
is not a member of a Christian church 
is necessarily unsaved. It is true that 
in most instances a sincere and Bible- 
reading, Bible-believing Christian will 
want to be linked up with other Chris- 
tians of like faith and will want to 
avail himself of the appointed means of 
grace that the Christian church offers, and 
will show other evidences of a Chris- 
tian walk. But the mere fact that an

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Vil. The Foolishness of Man’s Wisdom 


Starting with zero, it must end in nothing 





and beside me there is no God” 

(Isa. 44:6b). Isaiah goes on to 
describe the man who rejects this reve- 
lation, to depend upon human wisdom. 
Such a one ends in the utter stupidity 
of idolatry. He bows down to the image 
of a man that he has carved from his 
own woodpile (Isa. 44:9-20). The strange 
thing is that such lack of reason is the 
result of dependence upon reason. 

The New Testament describes similar 
folly in the older apostasy which fol- 
lowed the Flood: 

Because that, when they knew God, 
they glorified him not as God, neither 
were thankful; but became vain in 
their imaginations, and their foolish 
heart was darkened. 

Professing themselves to be wise, 
they became fools, and changed the 
glory of the uncorruptible God into 
an image made like to corruptible 
man, and to birds, and fourfooted 
beasts, and creeping things (Rom. 
1: 21-23). 

In unthankfulness, man turned from 
the true knowledge of God to depend 
upon his own wisdom. But those who 
professed to be wise ended in the sense- 
less worship of self and lesser creatures. 
This pattern has been followed through 
the ages since, by uninhibited unbelief. 
Thus, God makes foolish the wisdom of 
this world. 

Modern philosophy attempts to find 
the answers to the fundamental ques- 
tions of life apart from revelation. In 
this quest, the student is taught that he 
must start from zero, or with nothing 
given. Dr. D. S. Robinson gives the 
following orientation to his students: 

Yet scepticism, in the complete and 
thorough-going form of doubting ab- 
solutely everything is really the start- 
ing point of technical philosophy. No 
student will ever understand any of 
the great systems of philosophy, or 
appreciate the thinking of any first- 
class philosopher, who is afraid of 
skepticism. Be a sceptic, only be one 
consistently. Give up all of your be- 
liefs which will not stand criticism, 
those of science as well as those of 
religion. This must be the advice of 
every philosopher to the youth who 
wants to be a philosopher. Above the 
gateway to this temple of wisdom there 
is carved the motto: “Let none enter 
here concealing prejudices! 1 

Moreover, it is a contradiction for 
a philosopher to withhold any of his 
beliefs from the crucible of rigorous 
thought. The belief that there is a 
God, and all other religious beliefs, 
must be thrown in with all the rest of

the equipage of naive realism. But so 

also must the belief that there is no 

God. Anti-religious or naturalistic 

dogmatism is just as reprehensible as 

religious dogmatism, just as intolerant 

and dangerous, too. The ideal of a 

philosopher is to start de novo, with- 

out a prejudice to nurse or an axe 
to grind.2 

A summary of Kant’s position on the 
nature of philosophy agrees with the 
above: 

One can, Kant says in his lectures 
on logic, not learn philosophy, be- 
cause there is no such thing as that; 
at best one can learn to pursue philos- 
ophy. In this task one person cannot 
present himself as the representative 
of another. Here no one can appeal to 
authorities or results. Here everyone 
must begin for himself. And where 
is he to begin? Precisely at the be- 
ginning; for to pursue philosophy 
means, as we saw above, to proceed 
from nothing that is given.* 

It is quite evident then that a real 
Christian cannot be a philosopher. He 
cannot start from zero in his thinking 
without becoming an apostate. He be- 
lieves he has already found the answer 
to the question, “What is truth?” For 
him the fundamental questions of life 
are answered in Christ and through the 
Word: 

Jesus saith unto him, I am the way, 
the truth, and the life: no man cometh 
unto the Father, but by me (John 
14:6). 

Sanctify them through thy truth: thy 
word is truth (John 17:17). 

All of this is naive to the secular phi- 
losopher. He teaches that real philos- 
ophy begins with skepticism or that it 
does not begin at all, 

It is evident that there is an impass- 
able gulf between human philosophy and 
divine revelation. The Christian believes 
that the fundamental questions of life 
are answered in the Bible. The philos- 
opher believes that answers to such 
questions are to be sought through the 
channel of human reason, 

The philosopher looks for wisdom with 
his back turned to the source of all 
wisdom and truth. He looks for light 
where God declares there is only dark- 
ness: 

Canst thou by searching find out 
God? (Job 11:7.) 

For the wisdom of this world is 
foolishness with God. For it is writ- 
ten, He taketh the wise in their own 
craftiness (1 Cor. 3:19). 

But the natural man receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God: for

they are foolishness unto him: neither 

can he know them, because they are 

Spiritually discerned (1 Cor, 2:14). 

Moreover the Spirit of God declares 
that the real starting point for all wis- 
dom and knowledge is the fear of the 
Lord: 


The fear of the Lord is the begin- 
ning of knowledge: but fools despise 
wisdom and instruction (Prov. 1:7). 

‘The fear of. the Lord is the begin- 
ning of wisdom: and the knowledge of 
the holy is understanding (Prov. 9:10). 


Further the Bible teaches that lack of 
wisdom is to be supplied by faithful 
dependence on God, not upon human 
reason: 

If any of you!lack wisdom, let him 
ask of God, that giveth to all men 
liberally, and upbraideth not; and it 
Shall be given him (Jas. 1:5). 
Human philosophy begins its search 

for wisdom with the insult of unbelief. 
God accepts this challenge and declares 
that all such wisdom will end in igno- 
rance and foolishness. The unbeliever 
starts as a fool and ends as one: 

The fool hath said in his heart, 
There is no God (Psa. 14:1), 

The Lord knoweth the thoughts of 
the wise, that they are vain for 
empty] (1 Cor, 3:20). 

In accord with this judgment of Scrip- 
ture it is significant to note that human 
philosophy not only begins with noth- 
ing given, but it ends with nothing 
found. It begins with a question mark 
and ends with a larger one. This it 
unblushingly confesses. Kant’s admis- 
sion that one cannot learn philosophy 
but can learn only to pursue philosophy, 
has already been noted. D. S. Robin- 
son states it this way: 

You dare not surrender to the be- 
witchments of any philosopher who 
may seem to you to write as though he 
had found it (the “philosopher's 
stone”). Philosophy is an endless 
quest, an age-long search for the hid- 
den depths of reality.4 
Dr. Robinson concludes his discussion 

of the imaginism of Douglas Fawcett 
and others with this statement: 

And although imaginism has not 
yet worked out a satisfactory solution 
of the problem of immortality, it fully 
recognizes that a philosophy which 
cannot solve this problem, and offer 
to men a reasonable assurance of 
future existence, is in the end worth- 
less.5 
It should be added that no other sys- 

tem of human philosophy has solved the

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problem of immortality. Therefore all 
are included in this severe but. true 
judgment. The believer knows that life 
and immortality have been brought to 
light only through the Gospel (2 Tim. 
1:10). 

It is evident that the conflict between 
human philosophy and divine revelation 
is not academic. It is a mortal conflict 
that involves the issue of life or death. 
No wonder that the Spirit of God gives 
this solemn warning against philosophy: 

Beware lest any man spoil you 
through philosophy and vain deceit, 
after the tradition of men, after the 
rudiments of the world, and not after 
Christ (Col. 2:8). 

When man deliberately turns from 
revelation to human reason to discover 
ultimate truth, he makes the fatal sub- 
stitution of reason for the God of reve- 
lation. Whatever god he conceives or 
describes is only the product of his own 
mind. If he worships this god, he wor- 
ships only a projection of his mind, and 
thus he worships himself. To depend 
upon human reason is to enthrone the 
creature instead of the Creator. As Van 
Til puts it, “Modern man makes God 
in his image” ® 

Modern philosophy is the father of 
both the old and the new Modernism, 
Both end in the identification of man 
and God. The ultimate end of man’s 
boasted wisdom will be the utter folly 
of self-worship. Whatever final form 
Modernism may take, it will never rise 
higher than the doctrine that man is 
God. Its fatal grip on its own boot- 
straps of human wisdom can produce 
no other result. 

God has displayed His power and 
wisdom through the cross: 

But we preach Christ crucified, unto 
the. Jews a stumblingblock, and unto 
the Greeks foolishness; 

But unto them which are called, both 
Jews and Greeks, Christ the power 
of God, and the wisdom of God (1 Cor. 
1:23, 24). 

On the other hand, God has ordained 
that the ultimate display of the foolish- 
ness of unbelieving human wisdom will 
consist in the worship of man as per- 
sonified by the Antichrist (Rev. 13). 
Both Modernism and Neo-Orthodoxy are 
preparing the way for this culmination 
of folly. 

CoNCLUSION 

The times of the Gentiles began with 
Nebuchadnezzar’s attempt to force all 
peoples to worship the image of a man 
(Dan, 3). According to prophecy, this 
program of Satan will be repeated on 
a grander scale at the close of the timés 
of the Gentiles: 

And deceiveth them that dwell on 
the earth by the means of those mir- 
acles which he had power to do in the 
sight of the beast; saying to them that 
dwell on the earth, that they should 
make an image to the beast, which had

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the wound by a sword, and did live. 

And he had power to give life unto 
the image of the beast, that the image 
of the beast should both speak, and 
cause that as many as would not wor- 
ship the image of the beast should be 
killed (Rev. 13:14, 15). 

Both Modernism and Neo-Orthodoxy 
are preparing for this future event by 
teaching, either directly or indirectly, 
the identification of man and God, 

But if the doctrine of Modernism is 
that humanity is God, how will men be 
induced to worship one man—the Anti- 
christ? Doubtless Andrews has sug- 
gested the correct answer to this ques- 
tion: 

It is the deposition of the Lord from 
His place as the One Incarnate Son 
through the assertion of the incarna- 
tion of God in the race, which removes 
the first great obstacle in the way of 
the reception of the antichrist; for it 
is as the representative of our common 
Divine humanity that he will demand 
the homage of the world.7 
The doctrine of the final apostasy is 

widespread in the chureh today. In fact, 
Modernists of either the older or newer 
type scarcely condéscend to notice Fun- 
damentalism. The old question, once 
raised by Fosdick, “Can the Fundamen- 
talists Win?” is no longer a live issue 
of debate. The Liberals believe they 
have won, and any reference they make

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to Fundamentalism now is as to a defeated 
foe. In fact, H. R. Mackintosh in his 
“Types of Modern Theology” ® gives no 
consideration whatever to traditional 
orthodoxy. The Liberals have captured 
most of the denominations and by far 
most of the seminaries. The apostasy 
predicted by the Lord is at hand: 
“Nevertheless when the Son of man 
cometh, shall he find faith on the earth?” 
(Luke 18:8.) 

No one knows when the Lord will re- 
turn, but all prophetic signs indicate 
that His coming is near. One of the 
most emphasized signs of the New Tes- 
tament is “the apostasy.” The fact that 
Liberalism can be identified as the final 
apostasy is just as important prophet- 
ically as is the current establishment 
of the Jews in Palestine. 

As the darkness gets darker, the be- 
liever is not cast down. He knows that 
Satan’s triumph will be short and ended 
forever by the glorious appearing of 
Christ. He has personal victory in 
Christ (1 Cor, 15:57) and looks forward 
confidently to the establishment of the 
Lord’s universal authority on the earth. 
His optimism increases as _ natural 
grounds for optimism decrease. When 
men faint for fear, he looks up, knowing 
that his “redemption draweth nigh” 
(Luke 21:28).

known evangelical scholar of the 

Church of England, has with French 
and Swiss co-workers launched a new 
movement called France Evangelization, 
which title expresses its purpose. He 
asks prayer for it, and that it may be 
given help and advertisement, feeling 
that the French nation is now open to 
Gospel appeal. 

“Recently I have been in the north, 
central, and south of France, and there 
are tremendous possibilities of even a 
greater evangelistic work to be done in 
the industrial areas of Alsace and Lor- 
raine, the mining districts of the Ceven- 
nes and in lovely Aix-en-Provence, 
Marseilles, Toulouse, and Toulon. Not 
long ago I spoke at an amazing Keswick 
Convention at Alés in the Cevennes, The 
very first service my breath was almost 
taken away to find myself in a large 
church holding 1,200 and full to over- 
flowing. They had come from all over 
France, but of course mainly from the 
south. It was good to hear them sing- 
ing some of our Keswick hymns trans- 
lated into French.” 


Mgr. Fulton J. Sheen is in much favor 
as radio speaker and on TV. The Gospel 
Witness, Toronto, calls attention to the 
fact that his book, “The World’s First 
Love,” is “Dedicated to the Woman I 
Love”; that is, to the Virgin Mary. But 
that is not all. Further on, Mary is 
spoken of as “The Woman Whom God 
Dreamed of Before the World Was 
Made.” 

“For thou lovedst me before the foun- 
dation of the world,” said our Lord of 
Himself in John (17:24), the holiest 
chapter in Scripture. These words are 
here denaturalized and applied to the 
denaturalized Mary of Nazareth. From 
the same chapter is also stolen the title 
“Holy Father,” and applied to the Lama 
of the Vatican. 

Another quotation from Mgr. Sheen 
illustrates how “tradition” is made, and 
how worthless it can be, 

“We have no record in the Gospels 
but I have always believed ...” What? 
That Judas on the way to suicide de- 
liberately avoided the Virgin Mary. 
Otherwise she would have pardoned him. 
“When our Lord gave half of His King- 
dom in His Mother, He made it almost 
impossible for any soul to go to Hell 
who ever pleads to her to intercede to 
her divine Son.” If Judas is saved “it 
is because, as he looked to the Hill of 
Calvary (and) saw there the Mother 
with her divine Son, he died with the 
prayer on his lips, ‘Mother of sinners, 
pray for me.’” 

Folly in Catholicism is matched 


Tie REV. E. L. LANGSTON, well- 
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in “liberal” Protestantism, as when the 
president of the American Baptist Con- 
vention, the Rev. Carney Hargroves, 
made with others, a pilgrimage to the 
Negro imposter, Father Divine. They 
listened to his sermon and took Com- 
munion from his hands. In the inter- 
view the “Father” expressed his idea 
of ecumenicity. “We all, whether Chris- 
tians or Jews or even Mohammedans or 
Buddhists, hope to get together in the 
unity of the Spirit to bring an end to 
all divisibility, , . . to bring all nations 
into the one big family of God, the uni- 
versal brotherhood of man and father- 
hood of God.” 

Mr. Hargroves, before the Communion 
table, “expressed his appreciation .. . 
‘I am sure that our lives have been 
enriched by that which we have heard 
and seen. We could without any ques- 
tion join in the singing of your song 
that we are all children of God’” and 
so on. 


The battle against alcoholism in France 
is beginning to reach the public authori- 
ties, the scientists having done the pre- 
liminary work of research. Thus, in 
offering a law on June 1, 1954, to deal 
with alcohol in the colonies, the govern- 
ment remarked: 

“Whatever may be the extent and 
value (of efforts for public health in 
French colonies) they bid fair to be 
destroyed if certain measures are not 
decided on and applied quickly and with 
severity. This is particularly the case 
in regard to alcoholism, a plague which 
increases year by year. It decimates 
population, checks economic expansion, 
and in the field of sanitation increases 
burdens of all types.” 

Decrees of September 21 went fur- 
ther: “The Minister of Colonies, in 
view of the gravity of the alcohol dan- 
ger, has in France overseas, of his own 
volition, taken the first steps looking 
to the limiting of importation without 
waiting for the passage of legislation 
through the National Assembly.” 

Proposals for a program of financial 
equilibrium, economic expansion, and so- 
cial progress in France itself are made 
as a contribution to the battle against 
alcoholism. “Alcohol is a chief cause of 
underemployment and poverty. It im- 
poses burdens on public finance, 200 mil- 
liards, in hospitalization, insane asylums, 
poor relief, and social security.” 

These words are not merely a state- 
ment of intention. The government has 
taken measures by decree, aiming con- 
siderably to substitute for alcohol pro- 
duction the production of beet sugar. 

Finally, a group of members of par- 
liament, Mme. Poinso-Chapius, MM. Jean,

Cayeux, Lacaze, and Barrot, have of- 
fered to the French General Assembly 
a resolution urging the government to 
organize and carry through a specific 
fight against alcohol. They ask that the 
National Assembly request the national 
government toput intoaction immediately 
a large-scale plan covering scientific, ed- 
ucational, medical, and social fields, in 
a frontal attack on alcoholism. 


In Tanganyika a magazine was started 
some time ago called Tazama, or Look, 
and it was evidently modeled morally 
on its vulgar American namesake. Now 
the Christian Council of Tanganyika has 
protested. 

First, against its beauty-contest pic- 
tures. “Their tendency is merely to give 
young people instruction and inspiration 
in the filthy ways of adultery.” 

Second, love stories about boys and 
girls as well as tales of elopement should 
not be printed; rather stories of acts 
of courage and decent biography. 

Three, it deeply deplores that the 
cinema is used to show the vile side 
of life. It cannot believe that the weak 
moral to be found in such a picture as 
Cholo ameradui (Cholo has returned) 
justifies the display of much of the worst 
side of modern African life and there- 
fore asks the Government to withdraw 
it from circulation. 

Four, the Christian Council, repre- 
senting some 400,000 Christians, deplores 
the indecent and demoralizing literature 
and cinema posters which are increas- 
ing in the urban centers of the Territory 
and which cannot help but contribute 
to crimes of violence and general moral 
laxity. Therefore the Council directs 
the chairman to seek an interview with 
His Excellency the Governor, request- 
ing that the Government take steps to 
secure an effective control. 

This protest was not initiated by mis- 
sionaries, but was the expression of 
Christian native feeling in the matter 
(Summarized from World Dominion). 


“The Day of the Bible” is celebrated 
throughout Mexico by Christians, and 
this year Tzeltal believers donated a 
thousand pesos to foreign Bible work. 

Marianna Slocum tells us that when 
the Gospel of John came from the press 
last July a hundred and fifty Tzeltal 
“preacher-boys” gathered from all parts 
of the tribe to study it. Five thousand 
Tzeltal hymnals have already been sold, 
and another edition is on its way to 
press. In some areas there is persecu- 
tion, huts set on fire while the occupants 
are away on Sundays. In another vil- 
lage the first seven men and boys to 
turn to the Lord were beaten with a lash, 
and warned to give up their faith.

Approach to the Lesson 
HAT does the Cross mean to 

W you? 

To some it is the symbol of 
the Christian faith, and it is true that 
at the heart of the Christian faith there 
stands the Cross. 

To some the symbolism has degener- 
ated into a piece of religious supersti- 
tion, a fetish, a charm. 

To some the Cross is an event of his- 
tory, sharply affecting the whole cur- 
rent of world affairs. 

To some it is an object of religious 
sentiment, to which they are strongly 
drawn and on which they love to dwell. 

To some it speaks the language of for- 
giveness and reconciliation and eternal 
life, and they rejoice in the finished work 
and the accomplished salvation. 

Some—but too few—have discovered 
that the Cross has meaning for daily 
experience, that it not only bestows sal- 
vation but demands submission, and that 
our relation to it is not exhausted in a 
crisis of salvation, but is sustained in a 
process of dying and living. Our lesson 
is about this last aspect of the Cross. 

Have you noticed how our Lord taught 
His* disciples not only that the way set 
before Him was the way of the Cross, 
but that the same way was appointed 
for them? When Peter rebuked Him for 
speaking about His coming death, Jesus 
not ohly reaffirmed the truth with re- 
spect to Himself, but with great empha-

sis said in effect, “And if you would be 
a follower of mine, you, too, must go 
the way of the Cross” (Matt. 16:24). 

Many excellent books have been writ- 
ten bearing on this truth. I think of 
W. M. Clow’s classic volume, “The Cross 
in Christian Experience,” A. J. Gordon’s 
“In Christ” (Hodder and Stoughton), 
Evan Hopkins’ “Law of Liberty in the 
Spiritual Life’ (The Sunday School 
Times Co., 325 N. 13th St., Philadelphia 
5; $1.50), and many others containing 
what has come to be known as the Kes- 
wick message. 

Here is a little gem found in Zwemer’s 
“The Glory of the Cross.” 

There is no gain but by a loss, 

You cannot save but by a Cross— 

The corn of wheat to multiply 

Must fall into the ground and die. 

Wherever you ripe fields behold, 

Waving to God their sheaves of gold, 

Be sure some corn of wheat has died— 

Some soul has there been crucified; 

Someone has wrestled, wept, and prayed, 

And fought hell’s legions undismayed. 


Verse by Verse 

John 12:20.—*,. . Greeks ... came up 
to worship at the feast.” Not Grecian 
Jews, but real Gentiles, proselytes to 
the Jewish faith—probably proselytes 
of the gate, who had not received cir- 
cumcision. 

Verse 21.—“The same came therefore 
to Philip .. . Sir, we would see Jesus.” 
Philip is a Greek name, and he came 
from a location where many Greeks 
settled, which may account for the 
Greeks approaching him. 

Verse 22—‘“Philip ... Andrew... 


Jesus.” Even with his wider Greek sym- 
pathies, Philip felt that he needed sup- 
port in bringing the request of the 
Greeks to Jesus. 

Verse 23.—“The hour is come, that the 
Son of man should be glorified.” “The 
hour” is the hour of sacrifice, but it is 
“in order that” Jesus, the Son of man, 
be glorified in the redemption of those 
for whom He died—both Jews and Gen- 
tiles. Till then He was “a minister of 
the circumcision” (Rom. 15:8), but 
through the baptism of death (Luke 12: 
50) His ministry would reach the ends 
of the world. 

Verse 24.—“Except a corn of wheat... 
die, it abideth alone: but if it die, it 
bringeth forth much fruit.” A vivid and 
picturesque description of His own death, 
with the consequent harvest of souls. 
But the principle equally applies to His 
followers. 

Verse 25.—“He that loveth his life shall 
lose it; and he that hateth his life in this 
world shall keep it unto life eternal.” 
The instinct of self-preservation must 
yield to high duty. Living for self means 
a lost life, with nothing abiding, but 
refusal to live for this world relates this 
life to eternal life with a continuity in 
which nothing is lost. ' 

Verse 26.—“If any man serve me, let 
him follow me... him will my Father 
honour.” The only way to serve Christ 
is by going the way He went—the way 
of the Cross, and “the way of the Cross 
leads home.” Such service will be recog- 
nized. in Heaven, but bloodless service 
never will be.

be related to that coming event. 
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2 Cor. 5:14—‘“For the love of Christ 
constraineth us . . . if one died for all, 
then were all dead.” The love of Christ 
is the utimate motivation. A _ better 
reading is “one died for all, therefore all 
died.” This is not stating that Christ 
died for us because we were dead, but 
rather that we died in the death of 


Christ. 

Verse 15.—“. . . he died for all, that 
they ... should not. . . live unto them- 
selves...” This dying with Christ is 


the end of living for self. Life for us 
is now focused on Him who “died for 
{us} ... and rose again.” 

Verse 16.—“. . . no man after the flesh 
... Christ after the flesh ... no more.” 
Our relationships are no longer on the 
old level. We see men as “souls for 


. whom Christ died,” or as brothers be- 


loved in the Lord, not merely as mem- 
bers of a particular earthly society. Even 
Christ is no longer to us the “man of 
Galilee,” but the Lord of Glory. 


Verse 17.—“. . . in Christ ...a new 
creature: old things are passed away... 
become new.” The redeemed man is a 
member of a new creation, emancipated 
from the old realm of fleshly existence 
with its vanities, and brought into a 
sphere whose standards, motives, out- 
look, goal, everything, are new. 

Verse 18.—*... God . . . reconciled us 
to himself by Jesus Christ...” All 
this is the work of God, accomplished 
through the great reconciliation in 
Christ. Of this reconciliation we are 
now ministers, called to bring others 
into its embrace. 

Verse 19.—“*. . . God was in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto himself ... 
hath committed unto us ‘the word of 
reconciliation.” Notice the universal 
scope of this reconciliation. It is not 
confined to the Jews, but available to 
all. All who avail themselves of this 
reconciliation become thereafter bearers 
of the message to others—constrained by 
the love of Christ (v. 14).

Such an occasion was the coming of 
the Greek proselytes with their request 
for an interview. When Philip and An- 
drew brought the request to Him there 
flashed before Him a wonderful vision. 
He saw Himself delivered from the 
straitenment of His ministry “unto the 
lost sheep of the house of Israel,” and 
become the Saviour of the world. He 
saw “a great multitude, which no man 
could number, of al] nations, and kin- 
dreds, and people, and tongues,” gath- 
ered around the throne of God and of 
the Lamb (Rev. 7:9), the hosts of the 
redeemed. But between Him and that 
vision stood the Cross. That harvest 
could not be reaped without a sowing, 
and the sowing was His own death. As 
we read on beyond our lesson portion 
in this wonderful twelfth chapter of 
John’s Gospel, we see how Jesus expe- 
rienced a travail of soul second only to 
Gethsemane. Indeed, I have called it 
elsewhere “little Gethsemane.” 

But notice how our Lord introduces 
His own coming experience. He enun- 
ciates a principle, and presses it home 
as a basis of action for all who would 
follow Him. He Himself is but the su- 
preme example of the principle. For 
us as for Him, reaping requires the fall- 
ing of the grain into the ground, the 
death of self. Self-seeking is self-

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destruction, but self-renunciation assures 


a life that will endure forever, and 
whose fruit will abide eternally. “It 
is the way the Master went; should not 
the servant tread it still?” 

Now we know the origin of Paul's 
doctrine of the Cross. The whole germ 
of it is in the teachings of Jesus Himself. 
Paul, by the Spirit, only made bold to 
define it doctrindlly in the light of the 
finished work of Jesus. The cross was 
not only Christ’s cross; it was our cross, 
too. “One died for all; therefore all 
died” (2 Cor. 5:14, AS.V.). It is not 
enough to see Christ dying for us, and 
so securing our pardon, our reconcilia- 
tion. We must see ourselves dying with 
Him and in Him, so that the Cross means 
the end of the self-life. The risen man 
may not live for a self which came to 
its death at the cross. He must live 
“unto him which died for them, and rose 
again.” Henceforth life revolves around 
that cross. The redeemed man becomes 
a minister of the reconciliation effected 
in that great sacrifice, and his first task 
is to call men to this death and life in 
which they will know themselves “recon- 
ciled to God.” What a tremendous con- 
ception! May we, too, be lifted into the 
grip of it (2 Cor, 5: 14-19). 


Topics for Development 


The Request of the Greeks. “Sir, we 
would see Jesus” is what the Greeks 
asked of Philip, and seeking souls ask 
the same of every servant of God, and 
every follower of Jesus Christ. They 
do not always express it in those words. 
They do not always know that that is 
what they want, but human need mutely 
looks up and says, “Sir, we would see 
Jesus.” 

As a lad in my teens I was invited to 
preach at the anniversary services of a 
certain church in Scotland. I deemed 
this quite an honor, and went into the 
pulpit very much elated. As I sat down 
I noticed engraved on the preacher's 
side of the pulpit these words, “Sir, we 
would see Jesus.” Something happened 
in the depths of my soul. I have ever 
since tried to remember that congrega- 
tions do not want to see me, but they 
want to see Him. 

Reconciliation. Paul said of himself, 
and of all the rest of us who have been 
reconciled to God, that we have “the 
ministry of reconciliation.” What is this 
reconciliation of which we are ministers? 
Some have the idea that it is wholly a 
Subjective matter, persuading men to be 
at peace with God, and enforcing our 
plea by pointing to the Cross as the 
demonstration of God’s love for men. 
That, however, is only part of reconcilia- 
tion, and the secondary part at that. 
Basically, the reconciliation is the work 
which God did outside of man and on 
behalf of man. Unless God had brought 
the world of sinners into a different re- 
lationship through the Cross-work of 
Christ, all the penitence and repentance 
in the world would not have brought us 
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into the place of reconciliation. Before 
we can beseech men, “Be ye reconciled 
to God,” there must be that act which 
Paul describes in the words, “God was 
in Christ, reconciling the world unto 
himself” (2 Cor, 5:19). So the “word 
of reconciliation” is just this: receive the 
reconciliation. There is peace; therefore, 
be at peace. 


Practical Applications 


Turn to the cross of history, but do 
not leave it before it becomes the Cross 
of experience. 

Thomas Gray said, “The paths of glory 
lead but to the grave.” Jesus Christ 
reverses the order. Seek the glory and 
you will find the grave; accept the grave 
and you will find the glory (John 12:24). 

Hating one’s life does not mean reck- 
less and useless exposure to danger. It 
means, rather, the end of living for one’s 
self, 

We cannot serve Christ unless we fol- 
low Him in the way of the Cross. Only 
such service is recognized in Heaven. 

It is not enough to know Jesus as the 
babe of Bethlehem, and the man of Gali- 
lee, and the one who died at Calvary. 
We must know Him also as the Lord of 
Glory (2 Cor. 5:16), 


Golden Text 

Gal. 6:14.—“God forbid that I should 
glory, save in the cross of our Lord Jesus 
Christ ...” Can you imagine a gallows 
or an electric chair becoming an object 
of jubilation? The cross was just such 
an object of shame. But the cross of 
our Lord Jesus Christ is the glory of 
unnumbered multitudes because it alone 
is the instrument of redemption and 
emancipation.

After the Lesson.—Ours is indeed a 
Golden Text today.“ God forbid that I 
should glory, save in the cross of our

Notice these three ideas 
here: 

1. Christ crucified for us. 

2. The world crucified to us. 

3. We crucified to the world. 

When our hearts have been drawn to 
Him who died that we might be for- 
given, then our attitude to the world 





changes, and that alters the world’s 
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attitude toward us. As Paul says in 
our lesson, “One died for all , , . that 
they which live [all who turn to Christ 
and receive eternal life] should not 
henceforth live unto themselves, but 
unto him which didd for them, and rose

to live for Him who died for us. 


things the world gives. The cross of 
Christ crucifies the world to us, makes 
it unattractive. No longer do we live 
for the world’s pleasures, riches, power, 
or praise. We live instead for Christ 
and seek His approval. So Christ’s cross 
crucifies the world in the soul of the 
Christian. 

But it also crucifies the Christian to 
the world—makes him undesirable to 
the world. The two thieves crucified 
with Christ had been companions in evil, 
but as the one repented and turned to 
Christ they became dead to each other. 
One was penitent, the other impenitent. 
One believed on Christ, the other re- 
viled Him. No longer were they one in 
sinful companionship. The cross of 
Christ had sundered them. Each was 
crucified to the other. Young people 
turning to the Lord sometimes wonder 
how to break with sinful companions. 
They need not worry about it if they 
are wholehearted in living for Christ. 
Their ungodly associates will draw away 
from intimacy to mere tolerance. The 
world no longer regards as its own any-

The Busy Men's Corner

“Sir, we would see Jesus” (John 12:12). 
—The Greeks who “came up to worship 
at the feast” desired to see Jesus in the 
flesh. It is not our privilege to see Him 
thus, but by faith we can see Him who 
is invisible (Heb. 11:27). 

One afternoon in Sunday school, when 
a youth was asked to repeat what he 
had learned during the week, he 
strangely replied, “Sir, we would see 
Jesus.” The teacher of the class was 
strangely conscience-smitten. He re- 
called giving some excellent lessons on 
the creation of the world, the fall of 
man, the bondage of the Israelites, and 
similar subjects, but he had said little 
about Christ. 

He looked at the lad who had uttered 
the words, then round upon the faces 
of the others. And then, instead of 
using the lesson he had prepared, he 
talked earnestly to them about the Lord 
Jesus. He spoke with such yearning 
for their souls that the boys listened 
as never before; and as he spoke, he 
felt the presence of the Lord in their 
midst. The want which had uncon- 
sciously been felt was met that after- 
noon, and souls were won to the Saviour. 

Anyone desiring the forgiveness of 
sins must see Jesus as the sin-bearer on 
the cross. And those of us who have 
found perfect rest in His sacrifice must 
see Him “crowned with glory and hon- 
our.” We must see Him there as our 
high priest and advocate. We must see 
Him as the all-absorbing object of our 
hearts.

We would see Jesus, our weak faith to

For the last weariness, the final strife. 

There can be no peace for this sin- 
smitten world until those of the world 
“see Jesus” as the Prince of Peace, Men 
will continue to strive selfishly, covet- 
ously, and hatefully until He comes, and 
the universal scepter is put into His 
nail-pierced hand. When His judgments 
have swept this ungodly world, then He 
will come down as rain upon the mown 
grass, and as the Sun of righteousness 
with healing in His beams, 

The reason why wars, riots, crimes, 
and strife continue in this world in spite 
of its education, experience, and progress 
is hecause the world is willing to see 
everyone else but the Lord Jesus Christ. 


“... if it die, it bringeth forth much 


for the shadows 
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fruit” (John 12:24).—This great state- 
ment of our Lord should reveal to all the 
absolute necessity of His death. If a 
grain of wheat is not planted—if it does 
not die—it will remain alone. It will 
not be fruitful. The Lord Jesus was the 
grain of wheat. If He had not died, 
there never would have been fruit of 
the same order as Himself. Such fruit 
is by dying, not by doing. 

Blessed be His name, He did die; and 
in resurrection, as the Captain of our 
salvation, He is “bringing many sons 
unto glory” (Heb. 2:10). 

The principle has its application for 
all who name the name of the Lord 
Jesus. “He that loveth his life shall lose 
it; and he that hateth his life in this 
world shall keep it unto life eternal.” 

“This is for us an hard saying, but 
of extreme importance, as we may glean 
from the fact that Jesus uttered words 
of similar import on three other occa- 
sions, and these four sayings are re- 
corded six times in the four Gospels. 
No other saying of our Lord is repeated 
for us like this. It is not too much to 
say that our spiritual stature and pros- 
perity are determined by the measure in 
which this saying leaves its impress on 
our hearts and lives” (F. B. Hole). 

A minister had preached a powerful 
message on the surrendered life; and as 
he made an appeal to his hearers to 
make the surrender, a woman sitting 
near another woman said, “That is ex- 
cellent preaching, but I wonder if such 
a life is possible.” The other woman 
smiled back at her and said, “Well, I 
know the preacher lives such a life, be- 
cause I happen to be his wife.” 

“For the love of Christ constraineth 
us...” (2 Cor. 5:14).—The apostle who 
said, “Christ . . . loved the church, and 
gave himself for it,” also said, “The Son 
of God . . . loved me, and gave himself 
for me.” That same apostle prayed that 
we might “know the love of Christ, 
which passeth knowledge.” 

Two words are used in the Scriptures 
for know. The one means the knowl- 
edge that comes from testimony re- 
ceived; the other, the knowledge of ex- 
perience—that which we call “conscious 
knowledge.” 

Many know the love of Christ with 
the first knowledge, because it is so 
often and so plainly stated in the Bible; 
but how comparatively few know the 
love of Christ consciously! That love 
should—and can—be known to the point 
where we will gladly live for Him who 
died for us. 

There is no constraining power in the 
universe comparable to the love of 
Christ. It alone can move and melt us 
to live our lives unto Him. I like the 
following parable by Mrs, Prosser: 

“T’ll master it,” said the axe, and his 
blows fell heavily upon the metal; but 
every blow made his edge more blunt, 
till he ceased to strike. “Leave it to me,” 
said the saw; and with his relentless

teeth he worked backwards and forwards 
on its surface till they were all worn 
down and broken; then he fell aside. 
“Ha! ha!” said the hammer, “I knew you 
wouldn’t succeed; I'll show you the 
way.” But at his first fierce stroke, off 
flew his head, and the metal remained 
as before. “Shall I try?” asked the soft, 
small flame. But they all despised the 
flame; but he curled gently round the 
iron, and embraced it, and never left it 
till it melted under his irresistible in- 
fluence. 

“.. . the world is crucified unto me, 
and I unto the world” (Gal.

“Think of it: a reciprocal crucifixion! 
The world to the believer gibbeted and 
remaining so; and the believer to the 
world. What a deliverance! But, surely, 
it is only as we shall be prepared to 
accept this in a practical way” (A. J.

Say, Fellows,— 
Wade C. Smith's Boys’ Class 


AY, fellows, some of the most valu- 

able and necessary truths to our 
happiness appear at first to be the hard- 
est to accept. They seem to be para- 
doxes. Jesus taught this kind, and His 
disciples exclaimed, “This is an hard 
saying;. who can hear it?” “Whosoever 
will save his life shall lose it; but who- 
soever will lose his life for my Sake, 
the same shall save it” (Luke 9:24). 
“What shall it profit a man, if he shall 
gain the whole world, and lose his own 
soul?” (Mark 8:36.) In today’s lesson 
He is telling us, “Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, Except a corn of wheat fall 
into the ground and die, it abideth alone: 
but if it die, it bringeth forth much 
fruit” (John 12:24). 

I heard this story which begins at 
the commencement exercises of one of 
our great universities. Just after the 
graduation service, people were talking 
about the exceptionally fine address de- 
livered by the valedictorian of the class. 
He was an unusual young fellow in many 
ways; a top-grade scholar, popular with 
both students and faculty. He was also 
a fine athlete; had made a wonderful 
record as fullback on the varsity team, 
and was the key man in the series of 
victories which had enabled his team 
to win the conference championship. 
There were other interesting things 
about this young fellow; he was the son 
of a prominent lawyer who had been a 
high counselor to the President of the 
United States. Too, he had become en- 
gaged to a very beautiful and accom- 
plished girl who was graduating at 
Wellesley. All this gave him a glamor- 
ous reputation, and his future was freely 
predicted to be a very bright one. 

Then a bombshell exploded, and this 
was what shocked his friends and a- 
mirers. It was rumored and confirmed 
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that he had abandoned his plans to take 
a postgraduate course at the law school 
to prepare for a career in law practice 
with his father; and, instead, had ac- 
cepted an assignment as teacher in an 
American mission school in China. What 
a fool he was, some said, with all his 
talent and education to throw down 
such a brilliant prospect, in order to 
become a “baby sitter” over a room of 
Chinese school kids!—a humdrum task 
with no future to it. Even his fiancée 
had rebelled against his changed plans 
and had broken off the engagement. 

It was utterly shocking—preposterous! 
And think of that poor girl; she had 
such a different plan for their future 
social life! 

The scene shifts to the luxurious home 
of a wealthy mandarin in China, where 
a fifteen-year-old boy stands before his 
father in the library. “I have decided 
to send you to the American school on 
the Yangtze, my son. I want you to 
absorb Western learning and progressive- 
ness that you may be prepared to take 
my place some day. But mark this: 
you are not to contract the foreign 
devils’ religion; they will try to force 
it upon you, but remember your father 
and your noble ancestors; be true to 
them. Remember, I trust you.” 

The boy replies with bowed head and 
deep reverence, “Most honorable Father, 
you may depend upon me; I will get 
all I can of their learning and modern 
tricks, but they will never capture my 
soul, for that is dedicated to you and 
to my sacred ancestors.” And the boy 
meant every word of it. 

The rest of the story comes through 
the boy’s letters to his father. The first 
letter tells of his arrival at the school. 
Everything was favorable. The equip- 
ment was good, the teachers pleasant 
and capable. It seemed he was in for 
a profitable experience. He had been 
assigned to a room in the dorm with 
another boy whose father had given him 
the very same instructions about the 
foreign devils’ religion, and they had 
already begun planning their course of 
resistance, such as cutting chapel on 
every possible pretext; and when they 
did attend, not to listen, and to do every- 
thing they could to distract the atten- 
tion of the other boys. 

In the second letter he tells of the 
arrival of a new teacher from America 
who is a very unusual fellow. He comes 
from one of the great universities where 
he received top honors, not only in 
scholarship but as an athlete, a star on 
the football team. Indeed, he looks the 
part; tall and strong and handsome. Not 
only that, but he has a most winsome 
manner, a magnetic personality. The 
boys have fallen for him completely. 
He has been assigned to the chapel hour 
“and that will make it more difficult 
for me, for one cannot help but like 
him—even as he is reading his ‘bible’ 
and talking his religion from the plat- 
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form. 


I try not to let him catch me 
looking at him, but turn round to the 


other boys and grin. It is not easy, 
my honorable Father, but I am true to 
you.” 

The next letter shows distress: “My 
honorable Father, life is becoming quite 
difficult. It is the new master. He shows 
me every consideration, though he must 
see that I am fighting him. I met him 
on the campus today; he was eating an 
apple and made me accept one, though 
I hated to do so. At chapel he told of 
his God, how He left Heaven and came 
to earth to die for His enemies. Think 
of a ridiculous God like that! There 
can be no such thing; yet, the master 
has a very convincing way, and it is 
hard to resist him. Indeed, I find my- 
self almost believing it—forgive me, my 
honorable Father. I have not yielded.” 

Next letter: ‘“O my honorable Father, 
I do not believe I can stand the strain. 
I was ill with a high fever and had to 
go to the hospital on the campus. As 
I lay in the bed, the master came to 
the door and questioned the nurse about 
me; then came over to the bed and laid 
his hand on my forehead. I pretended 
I was asleep. Then he dismissed the 
nurse to take her rest, saying he would 
watch until she returned. I went to 
sleep, but awoke sometime after mid- 
night. The master was still there, sit- 
ting by the light, working on his books. 
He remained all night, though I know 
he was very weary. Honorable Father, 
how can I stand this? Please allow me 
to come home.” 

Now the last letter: “My honorable 
Father, my heart is broken, for I am 
sure I will never see your face again; 
yet, strange to say, I am extremely 
happy. Let me explain. It was after- 
noon recreation period, and it was the 
master’s turn to supervise, which he 
did as he sat in his room by the win- 
dow, working on his books. There’s a 
wall by the playground area, separating 
it from the river. Pupils are forbidden 
to go beyond the wall, or to climb upon 
it. My roommate and I thought to irri- 
tate the master by climbing on the wall. 
He saw us and made as though to climb 
out the window. That startled me, and 
I jumped down on the river side. Then 
I saw him coming, though he limped 
badly. Thoroughly frightened now and 
panic-stricken, I leaped on to one of the 
boats moored by the bank, as I saw him 
coming over the wall. I ran to the back 
of the boat, stumbled over a rope, and 
fell into the swift current. Then I 
sank and knew no more. 

“I awoke to find myself back in the 
hospital, in the same bed as before, and 
with the same nurse. I was nonplused. 
How did I get there, and when? It was 
night, and the nurse was sitting by the 
table, reading. 

“I said: ‘Nurse, what am I doing 
here? What has happened?’ she said, 
‘Lie still, and go back to sleep; I’ll tell 
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you in the morning.’. ‘But,’ I said, T 
can’t sleep; I must know.’ Then she 
said, ‘When you -fell into the river the 
master had reached the boat and he 
jumped in after you. You both disap- 
peared, but soon he came up with you 
and managed against the swift current 
to push you to where we could reach 
you with a boat hook and lift you on 
to the boat, but the master was carried 
downstream, he was so weakened by 
the effort, for he had sprained his ankle 
in leaping from the window. Then he 
sank out of sight. They found his body 
this morning a mile downstream, lodged 
in the bushes that overhung the bank.’ 

“My honorable Father, I turned over 
on my face to try to adjust myself to 
the situation. I heard them bring his 
body in and place it in the sitting room 
at the end of the corridor. When Nurse 
left the room a little later, I slipped out 
of bed, pulled on my wrapper, and went 
to the door. Down the hall I looked 
and saw his body laid out and covered 
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with a cloth. Slowly I made my way 
to it and stopped. Then I ventured to 
remove the cloth from his face, and, O 
my honorable Father, it was as the face 
of an angel! There was the same sweet 
smile he always wore when he was 
speaking to us, especially when he spoke 
of his God. And as I looked upon it, the 
light broke in upon my heart and into 
my understanding. 

“What he had told us was true—true! 
He had proved beyond any doubt in his 
death what I had refused to believe in 
his spoken word. And as I stood there, 
looking upon his face, it seemed I was 
in the presence of his Lord, and right 
there I said ‘Yes’ to Jesus Christ. The 
master had given his life for mine, even 
as Jesus gave His life for His enemies, 
and I said to Jesus Christ right there, 
‘Here, Lord, I give you my life to take 
the place of his’—so there it is, my hon- 
erable Father. I know you will dis- 
inherit me, that you will never allow 
me in your presence again, and for that 
I grieve for you and for myself; but 
know this, I am committed now to Jesus 
Christ, to serve Him all the rest of my 
life, in whatsoever way He may direct. 
Farewell. Your unworthy son.” 

That Chinese boy went out to win many 
souls for His newly found Master. “Ex- 
cept a corn of wheat fall into the ground 
and die, it abideth alone: but if it die, 
it bringeth forth much fruit.”

My Class of Girls

THe Cost OF FOLLOWING THE LorD JESUS 
ODAY Mary is going to give us the 
flannelgraph story of Palm Sunday. 
—That was very good, Mary. 

Our lesson this morning is about the 
cost of following Jesus. On Palm Sun- 
day it was not hard to follow, for a 
great multitude was following. But 
later that week it became so hard to 
follow Jesus that all of His disciples for- 
sook Him and fled! 

It is not hard to follow the Lord Jesus 
at Sunday school, or at a Bible confer- 
ence. But there are times when it is 
hard to follow. What then? Should we 
give up? No, never! 

Turn to Luke 9:23, 24. Verse 23 
sounds difficult, doesn’t it? But before 
we talk about that, read verse 24. You 
see it’s this way: In any case we will 
lose the physical life we now have. Our 
life on this earth is only passing. Since 
it will be spent anyway, there are only 
two choices. Shall we spend it for our- 


selves, trying to have a good time and 
to get as much as we can of this world’s 
goods? That way of spending one’s life 
is very common, but there is no perma- 
nent satisfaction in it. A person who has 
spent all of his life on ‘the things of 
this world will lose everything when he 
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dies. But one who spends his life for 
Christ will move into a rich inheritance 
when he leaves this earth. 

John 12:20-22 is our next Scripture. 
What did the Greeks say to Philip? 
(“Sir, we would see Jesus.”) To see the 
Lord Jesus is to love Him. Have you 
seen Him by faith? If you have, then 
you do love Him and you do want to 
follow Him, though you may be afraid 
of what it might cost you. 

When President Garfield was shot, he 
was taken to an isolated farmhouse 
where he could have absolute rest and 
quiet while fighting for his life. A spe- 
cial railroad was planned to that farm 
so that doctors, nurses, and supplies 
could reach him promptly. The shortest 
route for the track led through the front 
yard of another farmer. When the rail- 
road officials visited this man to see 
about putting the track through his yard, 
the farmer said, “I wouldn’t have a rail- 
road track running through my yard for 
any money.” But they said, “It may 
be the means of saving the life of the 
President.” “Oh,” said the farmer, “if 
that railroad is for the President, you 
can run it through my house.” Shouldn't 
our love for the Lord Jesus be even 
greater than that farmer’s love for the 
President of his country? 

Now read verses 23 and 24 of this 
same twelfth of John. In telling this 
little parable, Jesus was foretelling His 
own death so that we could be saved. 
It does cost something to follow Him, 
but the hardest things we could ever do 
are as nothing compared to all that He 
suffered for us! 

Verse 25 teaches the same truth as 
Luke 9:23, 24, which we read first. Some 
people try to serve the Lord now and 
then, but don’t follow Him faithfully. 
Jesus said, “If any man serve me, let 
him follow me.” Here are two wonder- 
ful promises for those who serve and 
follow the Lord. What are they? (They 
will some day be where Christ is! God 
Himself will honor them.) Isn’t that 
worth while? To be where Christ is, 
means eternal safety and pleasures for- 
evermore. To be honored by God is 
more wonderful than to be President of 
the United States or to have any other 
earthly honor we could possibly think of, 

Let us turn to 2 Corinthians 5:14-19 
and read these verses in unison, think- 
ing of each word as we read. Living 
the Christian life is not just stopping 
a few of our bad habits and ‘going to 
church. The Christian life is a complete 
transformation. God has given the 
Christian a new nature, which is truth- 
ful instead of deceitful, kind instead of 
mean, meek instead of proud, joyful in- 
stead of gloomy. As we yield ourselves 
to God our new natures control our 
lives, and then He is glorified. 

A farmer's well went dry in summer. 
He had a hard time getting enough water 
from other places for the needs of his 
farm. A visitor said to him, “Why don’t 
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you make your well deeper?” “Well,” 
said the farmer, “it’s down to the rock 
now.” The visitor said, “I think it would 
pay you to deepen it, even if you have 
to blast the rock.” The farmer decided 
to try it. When he had gone through 
the rock he struck a stream which filled 
the well and overflowed it so that all 
the year round he had plenty of water 
for his home and his stock. He was 
even able to irrigate his land! 

The trouble with many of us Chris- 
tians is that we are too shallow. We 
know that our blessed Lord bought us 
with a price, and what a price! We 
know that we are not our own, and yet 
we are afraid to say, “Lord, I am Thine. 
Make me whatever Thou dost choose.” 
We are afraid that He might ask us to 
give up some things we like to do; or 
to do some things we don’t want to do. 
But if we do yield ourselves to the Lord, 
He will give us more joy than we ever 
dreamed of. Things that once looked 
hard to us will scarcely be noticed in 
the new joy we find. The Christian life 
is the most wonderful life possible here 
and now. God our Father wants us to 
live in the full enjoyment of His love, 
His presence, and His smile. He desires 
us to realize more of what our salvation 
cost our Saviour, and of the love that 
made Him willing to die for us, even 
that awful death of the cross. The more 
often we think of these things, the more 
we will want to follow Him, and, as we 
do, we will find that the cost of follow- 
ing is very small compared to the joy 
there is in it! Not only in this life, but 
forevermore!

For Junior Teachers

Topic and Scripture: 
Honoring the Lord Jesus (Matt. 21:1-11) 


F SOME review of the quarter, espe- 

cially of the earlier lessons on doc- 
trine is desired, I suggest assigning to 
each pupil one topic and its Memory 
Verse for report. Probably it will be 
preferable to have this review in connec- 
tion with the present lesson rather than 
Easter Sunday, so the assignments 
should be made early in the week if 
not on the Sunday before. 

Were you a good Samaritan to some- 
one this week? (Reports on the week’s 
activity.) Did you like the way we told 
the Bible story last Sunday by different 
ones telling about the different persons? 
Who will be Number One this time? 
Number Two? Number Three? Number 
One may tell how the two disciples hon- 
ored the Lord Jesus on what we call 
Palm Sunday. Try to tell everything 
they did. Number Two may tell how the 
owner of the animals honored the Lord. 
Perhaps he had planned to plow that 
day. Number Three may tell how the 
crowds honored Him. You will find 
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your part somewhere in Matthew 21: 1-11. 
All the rest of the class may give the 
Memory Verse cheer of the crowds: 
“Blessed is he that cometh in the name 
of the Lord” (Matt. 21:9). 

Can we honor Him in somewhat the 
same ways on this Psalm Sunday? Can 
we give up our own way and do what 
He tells us? Can we let Him have our 
things, such as our money, to use? Can 
we be where He is honored, as at church, 
and tell others about Him? Mark tells 
us (11:2) that the colt had never been 
ridden before. But it must have be- 
haved and not made any trouble that 
day, or the celebration in honor of the 
Lord would have been spoiled. Can you 
boys and girls behave in church and 
places where the Lord is being honored, 
even though you may get tired of sit- 
ting still and being good? 

(Show an ornamental gold cross worn 
as a pin or on a chain.) We think that 
a gold cross now is something beautiful 
to wear. It pictures the Lord Jesus’ love 
for us. But back in the days of the Lord 
Jesus there was nothing beautiful about 
a cross. It was rough and ugly and 
awful. It pictured a criminal who was 
dying for his crimes. It was a terrible 
disgrace, like a person being put to death 
in an electric chair. But the Lord Jesus 
went to the cross, “despising the shame,” 
to pay for your crimes and mine. How 
much are you willing to give up for 
Him? Next week we shall be thinking 
of His wonderful life and glory after 
death, and of the life He gives us who 
believe and follow Him. 

(Show two wheat seeds, if they are 
available. Otherwise dried beans will 
be as effective for an object lesson. Plant 
one seed in a jar or a dish of dirt.) 
Do you suppose this seed wanted to be 
buried in the damp, dark earth? It will 
be soaked up by water and in a while 
get rotten and spoiled. It will be as 
good as dead. This other seed stays out 
where it is light and dry and happy. It 
will keep good for a, long, long time. 
But in the end which seed lives, and 
which one dies? The Lord gave His 
life on the cross, yet He lived. And He 
told His friends they must be willing 
to give up their own way, even their 
own lives, for Him. And it would be 
life! The selfish person who always tries 
to have a good time for himself will find 
his life gone. Will you-give up trying 
to have your own way, to follow the 
Lord, and let Him live in you? 

This week as you read our Bible read- 
ings, think how you are going to give 
honor to the Lord Jesus in your every- 
day living (Matt. 21:1-11; Luke 9:23, 24; 
John 12:20-26; 2 Cor. 5:14-19; Gal. 
2:20, 21; 6:14-17). Shade the outline of 
a cross over the list of references,

What a strange way for a king to ride!

of you, and at once you will find a don- 
key tied there, and a colt with her. Un- 
tie her and bring them to me. If any- 
one says anything to you, you will say, 
“The Lord needs them,” and he at once 
will send them.’ . So the disciples 
went and did as Jesus had directed 
them. -They brought the donkey and 
the colt and laid their coats upon them, 
and Jesus took His seat on them. And 
most of the crowd spread their coats 
along the road, but some were cutting 
branches from the trees and spreading 
them along the road. And the crowds 
that went in front of Him and followed 
Him shouted: 

‘Welcome the Son of David! 

Blessed be He who comes in the name 

of the Lord, 

Welcome Him from on high!” 

(Matt. 21:1-3, 6-9, Williams’ transla- 

tion.) 

No, there was no white horse. There 
was no golden chariot. No blare of 
trumpets. No royal velvet robes. The 
King of kings rode into the city on a 
borrowed baby colt, There was no sad- 
dle—excepting the saddle made of the 
clothes of His disciples, which they 
placed on the donkey’s back. Instead 
of blaring trumpets there was the swish 
of palm branches. (Palm trees, you re- 
member, grow everywhere in the land 
where the Lord Jesus lived.) And in- 
stead of a royal velvet robe, King Jesus 
wore His everyday clothes—poor clothes, 
doubtless. Yes, just as the prophet had 
written many hundreds of years before, 
the Lord Jesus rode into the city of 
Jerusalem meek and lowly. The great 
crowd of people called their greeting by 
shouting, “Hosanna!” (“Welcome.”) 

The people had seen Him do great 
miracles. They wanted to have a king 
who could heal the sick, make the lame 
to walk, cause the blind to see, and even 
raise the dead! Who would not want 
a king like that? It was an exciting 
day in that city. People asked, “ ‘Who 
is He?’ And the crowds kept saying, 
‘He is the prophet Jesus of Nazareth 
in Galilee.’ . Then blind and crippled 
people came to Him, and He cured them. 
But because the high priests and scribes 
saw the wonders that He did and the 
children shouting in the temple, ‘Wel- 
come the Son of David,’ they were in- 
dignant and asked Him, ‘Do you hear 
what they are saying?’ Jesus answered 
them, ‘Yes. Did you never read this, 
“Out of the mouths of little children, 
yea, of infants, you have _ perfect 
praise?”’” (vs. 10, 11, 14-16, Williams’ 
translation.) 

The Lord Jesus has always a great 
love for children. And on that first 
Palm Sunday it was the children and 
some of the grown people who received 
the Lord Jesus Christ as their king. 
But many, many people, and especially 
the leaders, did not receive Him as their 
king. “He came unto his own, and his 
own received him not. But as many as

received him, to them gave he power 
to become the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name” (John 1:11, 
12). He did not come to set up a rich 
and marvelous kingdom. But He came 
to bring salvation. Say, have you re- 
ceived Him as your Saviour-—-as your 
king? If not, there is no better time 
than now to do that!

individual is not a church member does 
not automatically establish that he or 
She is-not a believer. 

Where a minister has evidence that 
the deceased person was not a Christian, 
or when there is reasonable doubt, cer- 
tainly he cannot conduct a funeral serv- 
ice-as though that individual has been 
a believer, and, if the family or friends 
of the deceased are unwilling to permit 
the minister to exercise his freedom of 
conscience in this respect, then he can 
Only refuse to officiate.

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Gospel to those who attend, some of 
whom, no doubt, may not otherwise hear 
it, and a Christian minister will do well 
to seize such an opportunity. With real 
concern and without excoriating the de- 
ceased, a minister can point out to the 
living that we all live in the midst of 
death and daily face the possibility that 
God may bring any one of us to the end 
of this life. He can then continue by 
showing that the only hope that we have 
for a life of blessedness in the future 
lies in a saving faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ and he can warn of the foolish- 
ness of endeavoring to live this life apart 
from Him. 

Even the committal at the grave can 
be worded in such a way as not to vio- 
late Christian convictions. After all, the 
body is being returned to the One who 
made it, and verses of Scripture may be 
chosen that do not promise resurrection 
to life eternal with Christ. 

It would appear therefore that the 
funeral service of a known unsaved in- 
dividual might well be an opportunity 
to bring the living, in a kindly and sym- 
pathetic but none the less firm way, face 
to face with the importance of making 
sure of their salvation through a per- 
sonal acceptance of the Lord Jesus Christ 
as their Saviour.

F YOU could actually journey to Pal- 

estine and visit some of the places 
mentioned in the Gospel accounts of the 
life of the Lord Jesus, which places 
would you choose? You might plan for 
your meeting this week an imaginary 
trip including these places, and assign 
to different members of your group two 
or three minutes each for a description 
of the place and an account of some of 
the events that occurred there. Or, with 
the help of your pastor and your denomi- 
national supply house, you might secure 
photographs of some of these places and 
have them posted around the room, and 
then ask all of those present to turn 
their chairs facing that particular part 
of the room while brief descriptions are 
given and comments are made as to 
what the Lord Jesus did in each par- 
ticular place,

There is a sense in which those of us 
of the Protestant faith will not look upon 
any of these places as “holy places” in 
the same way in which they are ex- 
ploited by the Church of Rome. In some 
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instances Rome has so commercialized 
and Romanized certain spots in the Holy 
Land, and has overlaid them with all 
sorts of fantastic legends, that offense 
is given to sincere Christian believers. 
We know that no special virtue clings 
to a location just because the Lord Jesus 
was there. Nevertheless there are few 
of us who will not be inspired and 
blessed, for example, by standing in the 
Shepherds’ Field of Bethlehem where it 
is quite certain that the shepherds were 
keeping their flocks when angel visitors 
brought the glorious news of the Lord’s 
birth in Bethlehem (Luke 2:8-20). 
SE 

While we may not know for certain 
the exact house in Nazareth in which 
the Lord Jesus grew up as a lad, we 
shall undoubtedly be thrilled to walk 
about its streets and visit the Fountain 
of the Virgin which existed in the time 
of the Lord Jesus, and from which Mary 
very probably drew water. And we 
shall also want to see some of the bare, 
stone cliffs near the town, one of which 
was the scene of the attempt of the 
Nazarenes to kill the Lord Jesus by 
throwing Him down headlong (Luke 
4:29), when He told them that the Scrip- 
tures were being fulfilled that day by 
His presence among taem (Luke 4: 16-21).

Most of us will want to journey north- 
ward into Galilee, stopping by a well 
now called Jacob’s Well, or Bir Yakub, 
about two miles southeast of Nablus and 
half a mile southwest of Askar (believed 
to have been the town of Sychar). This 
well is pointed out as the one beside 
which the Lord Jesus sat and talked 
to the woman of Samaria and told her 
about the Water of Life (John 4). Shall 
we not marvel at the Lord’s gracious 
offer, and make sure that we have ac- 
cepted Him as our Saviour and our life?

We shall want to journey on to the 
Sea of Galilee, stopping by its shores 
to read some of the Scripture portions 
such as Luke 5:1-11 and Luke 8:22-25 
and John 6:17-21. Have we heard His 
call to be His disciples—fishers of men? 
Have we experienced His miracle-work- 
ing power over the stormy elements in 
our lives? '

From Gethsemane, it will be logical in 
our imaginary journey to proceed to 
Calvary. There has been considerable 
disagreement as to the exact location of 
the site of the Crucifixion, ancient tradi- 
tion favoring the spot within the walls 
of the modern city near the Church of 
the Holy Sepulchre. More’ and more, 
however, in recent years, a Site north 
of the city on the hill above Jeremiah’s 
Grotto, has been thought to be a more 
likely location. Near this site, some- 
times called Gordon’s Calvary, is a gar- 
den in which is a tomb hewn out of the 
rock, which many believe is the sepul- 
chre in which the Lord’s body was laid 
and from which He rose triumphant on 
Easter morning.

Thus the 
author introduces his book, formerly 
published as “1000 New Bible Readings.” 
This reprint edition makes available to 
today’s students of God’s Word original 
outlines by Dr. Marsh. There is first 
a brief interesting foreword by F. B. 
Meyer, followed by two helpful articles 
by the author: “Rules for Bible Study” 
and “Seven Facts Concerning Scripture.” 
The thousand outlines, numbered and 
arranged alphabetically according to title 
or topic, cover a wide variety of sub- 
jects, and are well documented with 
Scripture references. Many of the out- 
lines are of the chain-reference type, 
based on the repeated occurrence of a 
word or phrase in a number of Bible 
verses, Nearly all of the outlines bring

This reprint edition 
of this helpful devotional book by the 
beloved preacher and writer, Dr. F. B. 
Meyer, gives us an analysis and applica- 
tion of the blessed truths contained in 
the Sermon on the Mount. Twenty mes- 
sages, in the author’s gifted literary and 
homiletical style, cover thoroughly the 
contents of chapters five through seven 
of the Gospel of Matthew. Dr, Meyer 
wrote with the conviction that “there 
is too much of mere sentiment and emo- 
tion in what goes by the name of re- 
ligion, and too little practical Christian 
living.” After reminding the reader that 
there must first be reconciliation to God 
through faith in Christ crucified, and 
regeneration by the Holy Spirit, he then 
exhorts to trustful obedience in the daily 
life as indicated and commanded by the 
Lord in His great sermon to His dis- 
ciples. What was true in the author’s 
day with reference to the need of nar- 
rowing a gap between behavior and pro- 
fessed Christian belief is still true today, 
making his sermons as timely now as 
they were when preached.

We found a large and reverent group 
of little and big children.

Other methods by which the pres- 
entation may be varied from year to 
year include: storytelling of the Bible 
account; flannelgraph of the Bible story 
or of what Christ’s death means to us; 
slides of the life of Christ. 

Advertise the service not only through 
the churches but through other children’s 
groups, such as the Scouts and 4-H Clubs, 
and through the schools if that is per- 
missible. 

A mother may make Good Friday 
meaningful for her children (and also 
the neighbors’) by choosing appropriate 
selections from the Bible, or from a 
Bible story book, and using songs the 
children know, in a home meeting to 
honor the Saviour. The children may 
help make invitations to give out. Who 
knews but that a soul may be won to the 
Saviour?

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Christian Fellowship Group 
at Sitka 


ITKA was the seat of government of 

Russian America before Alaska, “The 
Great Country,” was sold to the United 
States of America in 1867. God must 
have been looking over the welfare of 
our country when this purchase, known 
as “Seward’s folly,” was made. What 
added concern would be confronting the 
United States today if Alaska were the 
property of Communist Russia! Sitka 
continued to be the capital of Alaska, 
after the purchase from Russia, until 
1906, when Juneau was made the capital 
of the Territory. Sitka, formerly called 
New Archangel, is on the west coast 
of Baranof Island, about 100 miles from 
Juneau. 

As tourist steamers cruise into the 
mountain-locked and island-studded har- 
bor of Sitka, passengers are always im- 
pressed with the fine view of the impos- 
ing, extinct volcano, Mt. Edgecumbe, with 
its snow-capped cone, reminding one of 
Mt. Fujiyama in Japan. 
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In Sitka today is the well-known Shel- 
don Jackson School of the Presbyterian 
(U.S.A.) Church, which receives native 
boys and girls from the elementary 
schools all over Alaska, and carries them, 
in both industrial and academic courses, 
through high school and college prepar- 
atory training. Connected with the 
school is a fine ethnological museum 
which may be visited as well as the 
school buildings and campus. The Pio- 
neer Home, built by the Government, 
is located in Sitka, and cares for indigent 
old men from all over the Territory, 
many of whom are survivors of the old 
gold rush days. Here are also the remains 
of Baranof Castle, and a Russian Greek 
Orthodox Church, built in 1816, with a 
spired dome and a fine chime of bells. 
Not far from Sitka is beautiful Totem 
Park with shaded paths between tower- 
ing hemlocks and spruce. Here the Gov- 
ernment has placed and keeps in repair 
some of the finest specimens of totem 
poles gathered from all over Alaska. 

The 1955 Christian Fellowship Tour 
will stop at Sitka, during its nine and 
one-half-day cruise in the Inland Water- 
ways, and members of the party will 
have an opportunity to go ashore and 
visit the many interesting and historic 
features of this former capital of the 
Territory. The ship will dock at Ketchi- 
kan, Juneau, Prince Rupert, and Ocean 
Falls, and will wait at Skagway, the 
most northern point of the cruise, while 
the party boards a narrow-gauge rail- 
way to Carcross. At this point the mem- 
bers of the party will embark on a pad- 
dle-wheel ship for an overnight trip 
down Lake Tagish. Here it will seem 
that darkness will never come, and, in 
fact, little darkness does come. 

This year’s schedule includes Salt 
Lake City, Great Salt Lake, Bryce Na- 
tional Park, Zion National Park; Colum- 
bia River Highway, with stops at 
Bonneville Dam and Multnomah Falls; 
Seattle; Portland; Vancouver and Vic- 
toria, B. C., and overnight at Mt. Rainier.
